H. Clement Writes 
From The Front 


Dear Mr. Cameron, 

I was yery pleased indeed to re- 
ceive your welcome letter and was 
very glad my first letter reached 
you safely. 

We have just come out of the 
trenches, having had a sixteen day 
trip up the line and [ assure you it 
is a treat to get. back for a rest, 
which includes a working party to 
the front line every night. We 
have been in this part of the line 
over a tnunth now and it certainly 
is a hot corner, our previous treach- 
es being like home compared to 
what they are here. I may say 
we are in exactly the sie spot as 
the Canadians were this time last 
year and where they put up auch a 
great figtt. 

We are only forty yards from 
Fritz und incredible as it seems tu 
one who hasn’t actually seen it, in 
one part of our trench there was a 
large barn, in which the German’s 
were at one end and our boys at 
the other, We have not been in 
close combat with them, although 
they tried to bemb us _ several 
times. 

We have to pass through a very 
well known Flemish town on our 
way to the bombing posta and it ia 
continually being shelled. I had 
some lucky escapes in it and [ cer- 
tainly had the biggest scare of my 
life when iny two companions were 
both hit and I was unhurt, al- 
though being practically buried in 
debris. 

The 52nd Battalion were quite 
close to us a day or #0 ago but have 
since moved. I[ went over and saw 
your brother and spent an enjoy- 
able evening in his ‘shack’. We 
had pretty heavy casualtities in our 
regiment, including some of our 
senior officers, 

This country is greatly devastat- 
ed and the surrounding towns are 
all in ruins. We expect to draw 
for leave in’a month or so and it is 

being !ooked forward to by all, 

The 3iet have suffered badly dur- 
mag the last week, but all the Glei- 


chen chaps have come through all 
right. 

T am on main guard at present 
and as it is near my time will draw 
toa close. Hoping you will ex- 
cuse this ecraw) as I’m writing 
with the equipment on and with 
beat regards to Mrs, Cameron and

Mr.Fawcett was formerly account- 
ant of the bank and Mr. Stokoe 
teller and it seems that they have 
been helping theinselves very gen- 
erously to the funds of the bank 
for several years. 

Fawcett left here on March 10th 
last for Ponce, Purto Reco, and it 
is said that the information leaked 
out throngh a letter censure l pass- 
ing between the two. Stokve has 
been under arrest since May 6th, 
and on three charges has been com- 
mitted for trial. {t would seem 
that Fawcett got word that there 
was trouble ahead and he sailed for 
New York, where it is suid he has 
been arrested,

age daily attendance for the entire 
province was 6214 per cent. of the en- 
rolment.

| Very Successful Year Experienced by 
| Live Stock Branch in Saskatche-

November the activi: 
{lies of the live stock branch of the 
) Saskatchewan department of agricul- 
ture in connection with the stock dis- 
tribution policy, had been concluded. 
The work this year has been carried 
on most successfully, and only. the 
lack of funds prevents its contirtifa- 


} tion during the entire winter, all. of 
the $50,000 voted for this purpose 
having now been expended 

There is an increase in the number 
of cattle supplied this year, In 10t4 a 
toral of 43% head were supplied, and 
this year, the number is 456. While 
the number of milk cows distrtbuted 
is not as great as last year, itis very 
gratifying to find that the largest in- 
crease has been in the number of 
western grade females and pure-bred 
bulls supplied. In 1944 about head 
of western:bred grade heif were 
distributed, while this year over 180 
were sold lhe number of bulls has 
risen from 24 in 1914 to 80 this year. 
The reason for this splendid-increase 
Was due, no doubt, to the Tavet that an 
option calling for only a quarter cash 
deposit, instead of the fifty per cent. 
in foree before, was authorized early 
in the spring and added to the sale re- 
gulations. In no way can the quality 
and standard of the ~ Saskatchewan 
cattle breeding industry be raised 
wnore quickly and more cheaply than 
by the introduction “of high class, 
pure-bred sires, and it is believed that 
next year’s farmers and stock breed- 
erg in even greater numbers will avail 
themselves of this opportunity, Only 
about thirty of the pulls were bought 
in the east, the rest being purchased

from local breeders in the west, Thus

With euch prices available fur hogs the farmer hag 
a market for everything bis farm produces, as there is 
practically no farm product whica cannot be converted 
into good hog flesh. The wucertainty of results which 
attends grain farming even under usost favorable condi- 
tions is removed when the settler yoea in for raising hogs, 
beef, and dairy products. With Alberta’s cheap lands 
heavy crops, and climate free from diseases of stock, the 
stock farmer is as sure of suecess ae any one can be. 


Alberta Farmers Enjoying Lite 


The investments which farmers of Western Canada 
are making in livestock and farm improvements are good 
evidence of the fact that they have money for these pur 
poses. It ie apparent, however, that they are also spendin, 
some of their profite on thoae things which will bring 
greater comfort and enjoyment to themselves, their wive- 
and their families. The automobile trade all through the 
country is particularly active, and farmers are the biggest 
buyers, Mr. J. J. Marshall, the Dominion Government 
iuspector of live stuck yarde for Alberta and British 
Columbia, whose duties make it necessary for him to visit 
every town and city in these provinces, states that at no 
point does he see from the stations more autos lined up 
than at Gleichen. Coming from the station to his home 
one evening he couated twenty-eight autos in less than 
three blocks. He has been a Gleichen booster for nearly 
thirty yeare and never misses a little opportunity like this 
when the subject of autos comes up in his travels, 


Some Valuable Potatoes Pointers 


We recently bad an interview with one of the largest 
potatoe buyers in Alberta, whose headquarters are at 
Caigary, and he banded us out some valuable information 
concerning his experiences. He was loud in his condemn- 
ation of the methods of the Alberta farmer in his market- 
ting of spuds. The chief aim of those having potatoes to 
aull he said seemed to be tu get a pull out of the buyers, 
This, he said, ia accomplished by shoveling into sacks all 
kinds of potatoes, taking no notice of the fact that potatoes 
going on to the market have to be markettable; that is all 
emall ones must be picked out by baud, and scabby or 
inferior potates thrown out, This, he claimed, is the secret 
of the fact that Britieh Columbia potatoes command a 
higher price than Alberta potatoes. In brief, dus to the 
care taken by the producers, The B ©. farmer will not 


fill his sacks with all kinds of potatoes and until our people 
take more interest in this matter they cannot expect 
much aesistance from produce handlera in disposing of 
their crops. He even went eo far as to say that after this 
spring’s experience and the trouble this carelessness has 
caused his firm he would never buy another sack of Alberta 
potatoes as long as he was io business. [Chis is something 
for our farmers to ponder over and is a valuable 
pointer for future guidance; if rather forcible expressed \ 
Rig crops of wheat and coarse grains, at high prices; 
herds of beef cattle, with live eteers ranging up to $7.50 
per hundredweight; hogs at from ten to eleven cents a| 
pound; butter, cheese, milk and cream prospecte constantly | 
mounting; wore farming and better farming, bigger crops. 
and bigger pricee—these in themselves are sufficient to 
explain Alberta’s prosperty.

Corporal smith 
reached Canada recently and is now 
in Halifax with ¢ of 38 wounded 
and sick soldiers, nearly: ali of whom 
liave spent a period jn the British 
tvenches in France, The wounds are 
usually shrapnel or bullets. A word 
of s ance was carried in the 
words of Corporal Smith, who said in 
answer to a question’ regarding the 
wounds of the men, “One of the 
rarest things in Ifrance or Belgium is 
a British soldier with a bayonet 
wound, The Germans lave such a 
fear of the British cold steel that 
they scamper like pigs when a fight 
at close quarters is threatened.” 

Corporal Smith continued: “Of all 
yy experiences at the front, the last 
charge of the first pattation at Given- 
chy will remain longest in my mem 
ory. [I cannot tell you how many men 
we lost in four hours, in my battalion 
alone.” 

“Wateh your watches, cried the of- 
ficers, that meant that a mine was 


being exploded in so many minutes | 


and every man with @ wrist watch 
stood tense watching the second hand 
&o as to be ready tor the concussion 
when it came. This is to guard 
against shock. We blew their trench 


sky high and the force was so great! 


that the parapets of our own front 
line were destroyed, Then we were 
over the parapets and took their 
trench very easily. Not stopping 
there we charged the second line and 
took it with 57 prisoners. We had 
lost many oWing to their artillery hav- 
ing‘our range, but we kept on and 
had the third trench before long.

and wounded behind. It was useless

Oly supplies ran out 
and We had no means of replying in 
kind to the German bullets and shrap- 
nel, After several hours we got’ a 
general ordér to retire, We all starrt- 
ed, Dut only a few got back. Later, 
the fth Battalion was able to take 
the first Hne trenches we had gained. 
We had, been able to carry off some of 
our wounded but not all and those 
sent to relieve us got some of them 
away, but many others lay out there 
between two opposite lines and suf- 
fered until death relieved them, the 
Germans not making any attempt to
